Persons who dislike homosexuals often claim homosex- 
uals do not simply have a different sexual orientation, 
but that they are totally undesirable persons, When the 
U. 8. Civil Service Commission states, "It is the estab- 
lished policy of the Civil Service Conmission that homo- 
sexuals are unsuitable for appointment to or retention 
in the Federal Service...," it must be with the idea 
that homosexuals are undesirable as workers or as social 
beings — for they are presumably not employing them to 
perforn sex acts. 

Dr. Wardell B. Pomeroy, co-author of the Kinsey Re~ 
ports, said there are at least five criteria by which 
the normality or abnormality of homosexuality could be 
judged 

oe st 1 — Since 37% of American males have 

had imum of one overt homosexual experience 
and an additional 13% react erotically to other 
males without overt sexual contact, (totaling 
50%) the statistical incidence of homosexual be- 
havior in practice and positive interest is too 
high to make it abnormal. In addition, 18% of 
these wales have had at least as much homosexual 
as heterosexual experience for a three year peri- 
od, 4% of all males are exclusively homosexual 
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for life. The figures for female honosexuality 
are roughly 1/8 to 1/2 that of the male — ascrib- 
able to the lover sexual interest of wome 

2. Phylogenetic — Wanmals in general, including 
jan, exhibit homosexual behavior "in abundanc 
so that by the standards of mammalian life homo: 
sexuality is norual. 

3. Moral — According to current worality, howosex— 
uality is abnormal. 

4, Logal — Since in 49 of the 50 United States cer- 
fain homosexual acts are illegal (illinois is 
excepted), homosexual behavior, legally, is ab- 
normal. 

5, Social — Dr. Pomeroy agrees with the American 
Jay Institute and the Group for the Advancement 
of Psychiatry that private sex acts of consent- 
ing adults ought not be the concern of society, 
insofar as such sex acts have no adverse affect 
on society. Homosexuality considered as such 
an act is therefore normal, 


Jo describe the private sexual acts of consenting 
adults as having a negative social effect is to describe 
an act of magic, Private sexual acts cannot affect per= 
sons who do not participate in then and who are, in 
particular, not even avare of them. ‘The only real effect 
ef personal sex upon society is indirect and positive. 
Individuals vith happy sex lives are usually happier in 
general and thus may contribute wore positively to their 
society 

But social prejudice harns homosexuals as it harns 
any uinority, More important than the effects of occa~ 
sional arresis (in reality, few honosexuals are ever 
arrested) is the fear of arrest and the stigna of possi- 
ble legal action 

Stigna is the main penalty of being honosexual in 
America. 

It may be difficult to imagine the homosexual having 
lived half his life vith his sexuality subject to oppro— 
briun and disgust. As the homosexual matures, his homo 
Sexuality is rarely nentioned, rarely depicted in popu- 
lar media, rarely hinted in general socioty, Ho matures 
with foar of the consequences that might befall hin if 
his seeret were known. When he grows older, he often 
discovers that his reiigion considers hin sinful. He 
discovers that his own government rejects hin and night 
not wind jailing him, 


Even if a nan is never arrested or directly reject- 
ed, vhat must the consequences be of decades of such 
oblique rejection? It is the quiet, insistent climate 
that says:"I condenn you" that makes existence difficult 
for honosexuals. 

Seldom are homosexuals touched by the exceptional 
and violent things which can conceivably happen to them. 
But the social and legal stigmas are real. They touch 
some homosexuals sufficiently to cause them to believe

The Post Oifice's concern 
over what they define as obscene mail, is merely one indication 
of this kind of not so well advertised vigilanteism. 


In terms of the amount of direct, individual freedom now enjoy- 
ed, it can be expected that erosion will continue regardless of 
the outcome of the election. Beyond a doubt, the erosion could 
become a landslide with Goldwater in the White House, but John- 
son's election offers nothing close to a panacea. 


In another context, the Very Rev. Francis B, Sayre, Jr., 
dean of Washington's Episcopal Cathederal said of the election: 
“Our people are in a great dilemma, and there is no section of 
the country which you may visit today where you do not feel this 
profoundly, We stare fascinated at the forces that have produc 
ed such a sterile choice for us: frustration and a federation of 
hostilities in the one party; and in the other, betind a goodly fa- 
cade, only a cynical manipulation of power." 


It can only be hoped that Goldwater will be defeated, but I hope 
forther that his nomination will serve to create a true two party 
system throughout the land and that these competing 
forces will become more responsive to the need for freedom,

Ray Snyder, a convicted burglar serv- 
ing 2 15 year sentence, petitioned to be released from prison be- 
cause, as an admitted homosexual, he said he has been forced to 
live life there as ''a male call girl."" During his period of incar- 
ceration, he charged, he has been forced to live in cells ‘with 
perverted prisoners who are allowed to harass, molest and as- 
sault me by means of knife-death threats." Snyder also said that 
it is "prison policy to encourage homosesuality''by creating an 
atmosphere conducive to it. 

it!s foolish to say homosexuality doesn't exist at San Quenton' 
Warden Lawrence E, Wilson answered, but Snyder's petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus was refused by a Celifornia Superior 
Court Judge. 


WASHINGTON, Legislation has been introduced into the 
House of Representatives to forbid postal inspectors from using 
"observation galleries" to peep into men's washrooms. One way 
glass and observation slits were credited by the Postal Officials 
for helping to detect postal theits. 

One of the congressmen who introduced the legislation said 
the "loop hole" in the Post Office's plan is that they did not also 
secretly peep into women's washrooms, but he hastened to add 
that he was not in favor of putting the devices in women's wash- 
rooms either. The practice of secretly watching postal employ-- 
ees goes So far back that no one can really recall why the system 
was originally installed, said the congressman. 


SAN DIEGO, CALIF: Officials of the San Diego Zoo reported the 
death of a female dragon from the Komodo Islands off the coast 

of Indonesia. The ferocious lizard-dragon wae about 5 feet in 
length. It was one of the few in captivity, ‘The zoo aloo has a 
male Komodo dragon which they were hoping would mate with the 
female, but the female's death precluded any such possibility, 

An autopsy of the dead female indicates, however, that the reason 
thoy had not mated previously was that the female was a male, 
There is still the one dragon left that is supposed to be a male, 
but zoo officials refused comment, 

MIAMI, FLORIDA: A county-wide anti-homosexual central co- 
ordinating system was set up in Dade County when police chiefs 


met with State Attorney Richard Gerstein in July. A central of- 
fice was set up for investigations and arrests of homosexuals and 
there was ‘general agreement t> enforce the solicitation laws 
strictly. The Coral Gables Police force reports that they effec~ 
ted the plan discussed and had made "I don't know how many ar~ 
rests," In Hialeah, Police Chief David Maynard said: "Homo- 
sexual crimes are not a problem in Hialeah," where there have 
been no recent arrests. 

Informed sources report that bars frequented by homosexuals 
were deserted after the announcement, but apparently efforts 


from organized liberals have resulted in an unofficial policy c 
nge. There have been no wholesale raids and, according to the 
same source, tensions are now eased, 

Dade State Rep. Richard Pettigrew has suggested that the 


Johns Committee(Oct. Drum) refrain from issuing further state- 
ments on homosexuality without conferring with experts in the 
field and the Greater Miami Psychiatric Society passed a resol- 
ution urging the committee to refrain from staging any type of 
public forum on the topic. 

Tt has been reported, but not confirmed, that several promin- 
ent members of the Johns Committee resigned during September. 


ABROAD 


Lord Boothby and Ronald Kray: ‘A charming, normal picture’ 


LONDON, ENGLAND: The photograph of Lord Boothby and Ron- 
‘aid Kray, which the Daily and Sunday Mirror said showed a "well- 
known member of the House of Lords seated on a sofa with @ gang. 
ster", (Oct., Drum) was released. The Mirror had alledged ho- 
mosexuality in the Peer and Lord Boothby became the first man 

in memory who ever named himself as the subject of a damaging 

printed report and then collected damages. 
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THE HAGUE: The ninth International Congress ended six days 
of Sessions with a plea for fewer penalties on sex behavior, 

The congress, attended by more than 500 jurists from 54 
countries, adopted a resolution declaring that adultery, fornica- 
tion and homosexual behavior should not be prohibited by lew, It 
further recommended that the distribution of birth control infor- 
mation and contraceptive devices should be regarded as criminal 
only if in violation of pornography or obscenity laws. The con- 
gress called for possibilities for obtaining legal abortions in coun 
tries that prohibit them.

the myth of their own "sickness," For what used to be 
called a crime in parts of the popular wind has now be 
cone a "sickness," which is a simply milder version of 
the same attitude. 


There is a practice today of quoting and misquoting 
statements about homesexuals. Recent typical newspaper 
eolumns reat 

". . . the medical profession maintains that houo- 

sexuality is an ‘illness' and that homosexuals are 

"emotionally disturbed’ victims of ‘arrested de~ 

velopment .'" 
and from a medical column. . 

"The homosexual is a pathetic figure, subject to 

continual harassment including blackmail, and fear- 

ful of ever finding happiness in his life, It is a 

shame that most people regard him with contempt 

rather than sympathy.” 


These statements paraphrase a few concepts that en- 
courage a new popular image of honosexuals as "sick". 
Other statements which hold homosexuals to be rather 
average persons (Kinsey, Hooker, van den Haag, etc.) are 
not usually quoted. 

When we speak of homosexuals ve refer to millions of 
Americans, and there is little medical information which 
has ever truly examined then. Ve must renenber, psychi- 
atric opinions are in actuality based on the oxamination 
of relatively few persons who are usually psychiatric 
patients and who are, by definition, disturbed, whether 
they be heterosexual or homosexual.” No one may reason— 
ably generalize about millions of persons from such ex 
periences, limited to patients in therapy. Only a study 
with sufficient sampling drawn from various categories 
of persons will yield plausible medical information. To 
date, the studics by Tho Institute for Sex Research 
(Kingey Reports) wake the only statements regarding hu- 
man sexuality based on the examination of thousands of 
persons from genuinely diversified areas of society. 
According to these studies, homosexuality is considered 
as “preference” — not an "illness. 

Only by the practice of our relegating traditionally 
Sanctioned heterosexual experiences to the provence of 
an absolute category, as though it included a11 human 
Sexual preferences, is it possible to call other forms 
of sexual activity abnormal. It is upon this single 
judgement that the argunent against all so-called "de- 
viant" sexuality rests. Medical opinion cannot, in 
fact, support the description of abaormality for hono~ 
sexuality without this judgment waich 1s itself not a 
medical or scientifically based judgment but rather a 
traditional one which reflects an arbitrary viewpoint. 
To see the wattor in other terms, one's attitude to- 
ward many things including "deviant" sex is based 
merely upon how seriously one regards traditional social 
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attitudes, 

In the case of the homosexual, his "sickness" seems 
to have come after the fact of the prejudice. We nay 
therefore expect the degree of his "sickness" to sub- 
side in the future — not due so auch to any shift of 
scientific position but rather to the decline of pre~ 
judice, 

In history, and even today, the range of statements 
wade aout hondsexuals runs the gamut of human imagin— 
ings. They have been credited with everything fron su- 
perior intelligence and artistic capacity to denonisn. 
Toe Euperor Justinian, who was troubled by earthquakes, 
deduced that homosexuals were the cause and punished 
them by death. 


‘The 18th century book, Plain Reasons for the Grovt! 
of Sodomy in England, credited homosexuality to a varioty 
of causes including the drinking of tea and the pernic- 
jous influence of Italian Opera. 

Honosexval practice in some socicties is encouraged. 
In others, it is treated indifferently. Today, in only 
a minority of countries, such as ours, are any hono- 
Sexual acts illegal. Justinian's earthquakes, though 
they don't tremble with the ferocity of old, still 
Quiver with enough action to make some judges stern and 
Teproachful as they sentence the occasional homosexual 
defendent. 

Homosexuals have been causally linked with such au- 
spicious events as the decline of Western Civilization 
and such refinenents of aesthetic capability ao the art 
of Leonardo da Vinci and Michaelangelo (both roputedly 
homosexual) . 

Were Justinian's earthquakes real? ‘They have, in 
deed, survived a long time, though lately they have 
metamorphosed into a gentler turmoil. Or was the trem- 
bling to which he listened, and which some men hear to- 
day, superstition, a fear turned panic which seeks any 
irrevelent bystander for persecution? 

Today we listen to underground ruublings with a seis- 
mograph. And we listen to the words of scientists for 
ever nore accurate descriptions of what man is and does. 
With the meaning of homosexuality, as with many things, 
we have no Tull agreement. About’ thirty medical opin: 
ions can be found to answer the question: honosexuals, 
who are they? But fron this velter of theories, basic 
patterns have become clear. 


there are several premises to which most psychie- 
trists subscribe. These premises are widely important, 
are influencing public and legal feeling today, and may 
be expected to do so even more in the future.’ They 
are: 


1. Homosexuality, like hoterosexuality, is a learned 
preference. Infants can be sexually interested 
in anyone. They are, in Freud's description, 
"polymorphous perverse." Only later conditioning 
channels sex interest to particular objects. Psy 
chiatrists disagree as to the nature, course and 


values of the sexual learning process but they 
agree that infants are indiscriminatly sexual and 
adult sexual orientation is at least souewhat 
conditioned. 

‘The potential for honosexual behavior like that 

for heterosexual behavior is therefore universal. 
Every human being carries the seeds of both ori- 
entations; in an adult life, both of them remain, 
developed, dormant, or représsed in varying de~ 
grees. 

2. The broad majority of honosexuals are roughly as 
susceptible to a Change of sexual object as the 
broad majority of heterosexuals. Gonerally, the 
sexual conditioning process is So well defined 
by the tine one becones adult, one's preferences 
might as well be congenital. 

3, The vast majority of psychiatrists are opposed to 
current legal and social discrimination against 
homosexuals, Even psychiatrists who credit homo- 
sexuals with malfunctioning, consider prevailing 
anti-honosexual laws and attitudes to be anti- 
quated and unjust. 

Is that all there is, you may ask, to being homosex- 
ual? After the centuries and lurid déscriptions, is 
homosexuality nerely one form of sex, one form of love, 
or doth? Where has the “homosexual problea" gone? Can 
it be disposed of that neatly? 

Tho "problem" has not gone anywhere. Its terms, 
however, like the proverbial shoe, have shifted feet. 
The "homosexual problem," We suggest, does not consist 
of the fact that there are honosexuais, but rather of 
the fact that there are those opposed to then, 

It is their opposition and not howosexuals who have 
caused and are perpetuating the "problem". The story 
of opposition attacks , and of their motives is indeed 
vast and is filled with greater social consequences than 
any questions you may ask about homosexuals thomselves.

", . . there is no seientific reason for considering 

particular types of sexual activity as intrinsically, 

in their biologic origins, normal or abnormal. .

The primary offense of the honosexual in our society 
is that his behavior appears to be non-conformist. As 
for the wealth of scurrilous epithets used to describe 
homosexuals, they way be regarded as the protests of 
persons who are irritated by the honosexual's presence 
as an enbarrassment to traditional sexual mores — no~ 
tions which scientific inquiry is proving somewhat in- 
accurate. 

If, indeed, heterosexuality and sexuality in general 
were understood, it is rather unlikely that there vould 
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be any homosexual problem. For it is upon the erroneous 
notions, long held in Western Society, as to the nature 
of sexuality that a serious source for prejudice against 
homosexuality as well as other forms of sex has been 
based, And it is the ultimate reinvestigation of those 
areas which the homosexual question poses that has caused 
much of the confusion and concern which is brought to 
the homosexual topic. 

In a comprehensive inquiry into homosexual behavior 
wo wust come, in time, to the incongruities and inaccur- 
acies of our sexual mores at large, And, in an effort 
to prohibit the exposure of those inaccuracies, such 
clanor has been heard against a new and liberal review 
of the entire honosexual problem. 

If we wish indeed an ideal solution of that problem, 
we aust understand and correct the major sexual problems 
of our society. For in larger terms, the quostion is 
not whether or not we should continue to punish logally 
the minute minority of homosexuals who cross our atten~ 
tion but should we continue to punish our society en 
masse with fallacious and injurious notions of what a1 
sex is about. There is and has been for a lengthy tine 
great resistance to honesty about sex. And in that re~ 
sistance homosexuals along with other apparently non- 
conformist persons have served as spectacular red-her- 
rings to obscure the primary issues. 

When we understand that the homosexual problem pro- 
ceeds from our general sexual problems, we nay see why 
some heterosexuals are disturbed by behavior which fails 
to affect them directly and which is known to them only 
in principle. We may further see why our laws are con— 
cerned with affronts to “public morality" and why even 
in the Model Penal Code, a supposedly sophisticated 
basis for law reform, homosexuals can be arrested in 
much the same wanner’as they are today — for affronts 
to public morality, 

It would be naive to say that no affront exists for 
we Know that there are those who are affronted, but the 
affront lies actually in the reaction based largely on 
inaccurate information about sex in general and honosex- 
uality in particular. 

SEX IN HISTORY 

In judging the quantity of truth in our sexual con- 
cepts we nay view them both historically and cross-cul- 
turally. By noting their evolution we way partially 
judge their appropriateness or the lack of it in con- 
temporary society. 

Our notions of sex are religious in origin and, like 
the religions which bear them, are never so definitive 
as thoy appear. The antisexual characteristics of our 
religions aro not at all characteristic of religion 
universally; often religions have soon pleasure of sex 
as a fundamental if not the fundamental human oxporionce, 

The religious reaction againet cex is historically 
@ late event coming into prominence vith the prohibitions 


initiated by the Jews several centuries B.C. After their 
return fron the Babylonian exile, the Jews wished to 
differentiate themselves fron their neighbors, whom they 
called pagan in an effort to prove themselves a chosen 
people. They reacted to their misfortunes by instituting 
a widely ascetic philosophy vhich included the renuncia~ 
tion of pleasure generally and sexual pleasure specific~ 
ally. They established sexual prohibitions ranging from 
an admonition against enjoyment of heterosexual inter 
course to the death penalty for masturbation, Confus- 
ing nature and their neighbors they sought to limit 

both but could limit only themselves. 

Ancient repressions have descended to contemporar: 
society in which the aajority of natural sexual activi~ 
ty is described as "dirty" (of the earth) which, in 
truth, describes a deviation from the cultural rather 
than from any biologic standpoint. Because our religions 
are antisexual they produced the rationale that procre- 
ation is the exclusive end of sex and thus dismissed not 
only howosexuality but almost 211 sex. Even the major- 
ity of heterosexual intercourse has, of course, nothing 
to do with procreation. We do not Simply move in our 
private beds with thoughts of the human race. 

Antisexualism is, in fact, part of the larger pos- 
ture nan takes against nature, against not only ele- 
ments of his environment but against elements of bin~ 
self. Like the frightened spinster with doors and 
vindows locked, wan dismissed experiences and plea~ 
sures responding to fear which can be well founded 
groundless or inflated. He restricts the variety of 
life. He ignores the continuity of nature and ration~ 
alizes a series of mechanical dualities: men and animals, 
earthiness and purity, normal and abnormal. Thus, sex~ 
vality, all of which is natural is divided into cate— 
gories of natural and unnatural. The unnatural part is 
akin to the man beyond the spinster's locked door who 
both frightens and fascinates her. 

When wo compare man's sexual behavior vith that of 
some other anthropoids we may estimate that the rate of 
all sexual activity in our society is roughly half of 
what it would be without current repressions. The atti- 
tudes which strike at homosexuality are part of an 
attack on sexuality at large which, unwittingly, attacks 
the attacker.

It is difficult to tell in a city as large as Chicago what effect, if any, 
2 particular change in statutory language has on the practices of in 
dividual police officers, Certainly, i 

charges of "homosexiality" or "sodomy" such charges would never 
get beyond initial examination by a judge provided the conduct in ques- 
tion came within the statutory requirements. Iam certain that whe- 
ther or not the change in law has affected individual police practices, 

It has at least provided additional defense under which those homosex- 
uals who are picked on by police can escape fines and prison terms. 

T believe that the problem raised goes far deeper than that of police 
persecutuon of homosexuals, While I know of ne ordinance which con- 
tains the language "loitering to solicit; Chicage ordinances do con- 
tain vague provisions which encourage arrests of persons on less than 
probable cause, Such provisions are used against all kinds of social 
undesireables and are not limited to homosexuals, In this respects 
Chicago is like all municipalities of any size in the United States 
which find that the most efficient way to deel with such undesireabler 
is to run them through the criminal courts. 

In general, the AGLU has opposed the use of such vague ordinances 
("wagrancy, "loitering " and "disorderly conduct") to arrest and 
punish at the discretion of the police. As you can imagine the pro- 
blem is aserious and widespread one and Is not one that can be solved 
with any one statute or any one court decision, 

We are, of course, always available to consider any alledged patterr 
of arrests on less than probable cause and if such 
information is broagat to our attention, we will attempt to investigate 
to the best of our ability.
